GERMANS TO RECEIVE 
PEACE TREATY MONDAY 


Paris, May 1.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Information com- 
ing from French sources tonight 
is that a secret plenary session 
of the peace conference probably 
will be held Saturday and the 
meeting with the Germans for 
the handing over of the peace 
treaty will be held Monday aftc~- 
noon. . 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The peace congress at Versailles 
has»formally begun its sessions. 
The eventful day which the world 
bad awaited since-.the signing of 
the armistice on November 11, last 
year, has at last arrived. 

The German peace delegates have 
met the representatives of the al- 
lied and associated powers and, 
across the green baize table, have 
carried out the first preliminary 
which probably will mean a return 
to actual peace in the not far dis- 
tant future. 

This prelminary was the handing 
tothe representatievs of the allied 
and associated powers by the Ger- 
mans of their credentials, certifying 
their right to act for Germany in 
accepting the peace treaty, which 
later is to be given them, outlin- 
ing the terms which the peace con- 
ference in Paris. has decreed Ger- 
many shall meet in order to secure 
that peace and a return of normal 
conditions which Germany has pro- 
fessed she desires so ardently. 
Similar credentials of the allied and 
associated representatives then 
were handed to the Germans, 


BIG FOUR 
NOT PRESENT. 

Searcely five minutes were taken 
up with the procedure. The formal- 
ity of addresses was entirely dis- 
pensed with. When the brief cere- 
mony ended the Gemans immedi- 
ately left the Trianon hotel for their 
place of residence. 


President Wilson did not attend 


the function. Neither did M. Clem- 
enceau, French premier, nor David 
tLloyd-George, British prime minis- 
ter, who were represented respec- 
tively by Jules Cambon and Lord 
Harding. Henry White represented 
the United States and Ambassador 
Matsui, Japan. The Italians were 
unrepresented, 

No official information has yet 
heen vouchsafed as to the exact date 
for tendering the peace treaty to 
the Germans. Friday, Saturday, and 
aven Monday, have been unofficially 
mentioned as the probable momen- 
tous day.

President Paul Fleming, of the| 


board of education, has called a 
meeting of the members to take 
Place at the @ity hall at 5 o’clock 
this afternoon when the question of 
electing a superintendent of schools 
to fill the unexpired term of former 
Superintendent of Schools J. C. 
Wardlaw will be taken up. 

It is thought that W. F. Dykes, 
former principal of the Boys’ high 
school, will be elected by the board 
to fill this position. 
was indicated at a meeting of the 
board Wednesday at which four of 
the seven members comprising it 
appeared to favor Mr. Dykes for the 
place. Their position in the matter 
was revealed when W. H. Terrell, 


one of the commissioners, introduced. 


a motion nominating Professor 
Dykes for the office. 

S. B. Turman protested the elec- 
tion on the grounds that the meet- 
ing had been called as that of a 
committee, without the mnceessary 
two days’ notice required for a for- 
mal board meeting having’ been sent 
to members, and that under these 
circumstances it would be discour- 
teous to Mr. Orme, who was aYrsent, 
to proceed with the important niat- 
ter of electing a superintendent. He 
was supported in this contention by 
Mayor Key, and it was 
agreed that the election should go 
over until another meeting of the 
boand., 

Turman’s Charges. 

The meeting Wednesday was fol- 
lowed Thursday by published 
charges from Commissioner 8S. B. 
Turman, of the second district, that 
four of the seven members of the 
board had entered into a “political 
combine” to elect Professor Dykes 
to the position of superintendent of 
the public schools. 

Mr. Turman further charged that 


| three of the four commissioners— 


Paul L. Fleming, president of the 
board: Henry B. Troutman, of the 
fourth district, and Fred Winburn, 
of the fifth district—had viotated 
a previous agreement they had 
themselves proposed to Acting Su- 
perintendent Charles §&. Culver, 
which was to elect him superintend- 
ent of the public schools provided 
he would nominate Mr. Dykes for 
the Boys’ high school principalship 
and agree to co-operate fully with 
Mr. Dykes in his school duties. 

Mr. Troutman denied the charge 
of a political combine Thursday 
night and stated that when the dis- 


‘cussion relative to the selection of 


a superintendent came about that 
Mr. Culver.took the same position 
assumed by Mayor Key, Mr. Orme 
and Mr. Turman, that Mr. Dykes be- 
fore coming back into the system 
should make a public apology for 
his part in bringing about an inves-

Commissioner Terrell also de- 
clared that personally he had never 
pledged himself to vote for any one, 
and denied the existence of a 48- 
hour rule in calling meetings of the 
board. He stated that the rule re- 
quiring two days’ notice of formal 
board meetings had been repealed, 
and that the rules of which this was 
one had been superseded by others 
adopted recently by the board, 
copies of which were put into the 
hands of the principals on Tuesday.

New York, May 1.—Two bombs, 
one of them addressed to Senator 
Reed Smoot, of Utah, and the oth- 
er to an unknown addressee in 
Utah, were returned to Gimbel 
Brothers’ Department store for ad- 


+ ditional postage and innocently re- 


mailed Tuesday by e shipping clerk, 
postoffice inspectors learned today. 

The police today received infor- 
{ mation from the naval intelligence 
officers that the construction of 
the +t mbs sent in the mails to 
| prominent persons showed a star- 
| tling resemblance in operation and 
| principle to types of German mines 
|fcu id by the navy off the coast. 
Of German Origin. 

agents of the deprartment of jus- 
tice expressed their belief that the 
infernal machines were of German 
origin and possibly imported from 
Germany. They said that anar- 
chists in this country could thot ob- 
(tain the fulminate of mercury 
used in the manufacture of the 
bombs. The naval officers who 


finally | 


gave the information in regard to 
the construction of the bombs have 
been engaged in taking apart Ger- 
man mines which were washed 
ashore on the Jersey and Long 
Island coasts. One of the officers 
said to the police: 

“The description of the bombs 
bears a most marked and startling 
resembDlance to the new type of 
German mine which was laid during 
the war along the Jersey and Long 
Island coasts. One-of these mines, 
swept from its moorings by a mine- 
sweeper, drifted ashore at Moriches 
bay and we disassembled it. The 
description of the infernal machines 
found in the mails, although much 
smalier, of course, tallies in every 
respect with this. mine.” 

Arrests Expected Soon. 

Police and fedeyal officials ex- 
pressed confidence today that the 
perpetrators of. the nation-wide 
plot to take the lives of prominent 
men by the distribution of hombs 
through the mails soon would be 
under arrest. A painstaking inves- 
tigation of the mriling from New 
York of more than a score of the 
| bombs, intended to deal. death as a 
May day demonstration, it is be- 
‘lieved, 
was reported to be progressing with 
expectation of success. 

Recent activities of members of 
the I. W. W. were etted by the po- 
lice as under scrutiny. In the mean- 
time, the international Labor day 
was observed here by several thou- 
sand workers who instituted a one- 
day strike, but there was no dis- 
order. 

Police Inspector Faurot, who or- 
dered the 16 explosive parcels found 
in the New York postoffice brought 
to police headquarters from the fire 
department’s bureau of combusti- 
bles, where they had been sent by 
the postal authorities, declared that 
he expected to find finger prints 
on the infernagl devices, which would 
be compared with Bertillon records

The devices were distinctive, Chief 
Inspector Nixon said, and the boxes 
hollowed out of solid wood, appar- 
ently by machinery. He believed 
|the explosive force of the bombs 
was equivalent to that of a hand 
grenade. 

Haunts of Reda Searched. 

While Police Inspector Faurot’s 
“inside men” worked on the bombs, 
a large force of detectives scoured 
the haunts of well-known radicals, 
seeking evidence of the explosives 
plot and also of an attempt other- 
wise to stage the boasted ‘‘May day 
surprise,” but found no indication 
(of any plan for a general demon- 
stration here. Reports showed nu- 
'merous twenty-four-hour strikes of 
/small size, but no concerted move-

Many Are Injured During 
| May Day Demonstr®

All Over City. 


Paris, May 1.—Some thirty per- 
sons were injured early this evening 
between the Place de la Republique 


the police with drawn sabres 
charged a crowd which had torn 
down the newspaper kiosks. The 
troops in this district, the Fifteenth 
chasseurs, remained passive during 
the melee. The injured were mem- 
bers.of both the opposing parties, - 

During the course of the day 
eighty policemen were wounded in 
the riots, and fifty arrests were 
made. Among those slightly injured 
were Leon Jouvhaux, general secre- 
tary of the Federation of Labor, and 
Deputy Poncet.

Sinshed With Swords. 
Several persons were slightly in- 


jured in clashes with troops re- 
sisting the passage of crowds to- 
ward the Place de la Concorde 
during attempts at May day dem- 
onstrations here this afternoon. 
No shots were fired, but a few in- 
dividuals in the crowd were slashed 
with swords. 

Crowds which gradually had been 
assembling in the Place Madeleine 
broke through the infantry cordon 
stretched between the Madeleine 
and the Place de la {’oncorde and 
swept down the Rue Royale. Cay- 
alry hurried them backward into 
the side streets, but several thou- 
sand reached the Place de la Con- 
corde, 

Wilson Cheered, 

This crowd was augmented by les- 
ser groups that had formed a mass 
in the Place de la Concorde, through 
which the cavalry’ made one inef- 
fective charge and then withdrew. 
The efforts of the police were equal- 
ly fruitless and the cheering and 
singing crowds swept past the Ho- 
tel de Crillon, headquarters of the 
American peace delegatggn with 
shouts of “Vive le Wils and 
“Vive ’Amerique!” 

The cavalry and the police formed 
their lines and gradually herded the 
crowds into the side streets. 

Paris and a great part of France 
was tied up today by labor’s 24- 
hour general strike as a demonstra- 
tion for better working conditions 
and changes in certain governmental 
policies.

Following a meeting in the Dud- 
ley street opera house the radicals 
filed into the street carrying red 
flags, wearing red buttons and 
flaunting radical literature.

GETS THRO’ MAIL 
DURING NIGHT 


Washington, May 1.—With the 
Zreat arm of the postal service 
reaching out over the country to pick 
up, additional bombs mailed from 


New York to men high in official and 
’ business life, 
officials here were advised at noon 


only one, so far as 
today, got through the mails during 
the night. 

This was addressed to Senator Ov- 
erman, of North Carolina, who, as 
chairman of the special committee 
investigating disloyal propaganda 
aroused the enmity of I. W. W. and 
other organizations. It was held up 
by the postmaster at Salisbury, the 
senator’s home town. The package 
bore a New York ‘postmark, carried 
a mailing label of Gimbel Brothers, 
and in every respect was similar to 
the sixteen bombs seized in New 
York. 

Orders went yesterday to all pos- 
tal employees to be on watch for 
suspicious packages, and this, to- 
gether with widespread publicity, is 
counted upon to prevent delivery of 
any of the bomb parcels that may 
be in the mails. 

One of the first things Postmaster 
General Burleson did today was to 
write to Bostmaster Patten at New 
York suggesting that suitable ac- 
tion be taken to reward Charles 
Kaplan, a postoffice clerk, whose 
quick judgment Bnd good sense re- 
sulted in the discovery of the six- 
teen bombs. They had been held 
since Saturday night for postage 
and on his way home in the early 
hours of the morning Kaplan read 
the newspaper account of the at- 
tempt to kill former Senator Hard- 
wick, of Georgia, and immediately 
set about to prevent delivery 
these packages, . 

Information reaching the depart- 
ment overnight from New York was 
merely an elaboration of that given 
in press dispatches. This gave in 
detail every step in the infernal 
machine mystery from the time the 
parcels were mailed Saturday night 
until sent to the bureau of com- 
bustibles vesterday. 

The package in which the post- 
master general’s bomb was wrapped 
was sent here by New York inspec- 
tors. 

All incoming mail, especially par- 
cels for government officials, was 
serutinized with unusual care. Mean- 
while, collectors, carriers, railway 
postal clerks and postoffice em- 
plovees in every city were on guard 
and agents of the department of jus- 
tice were making everv effort to 
establish the identity of the bomb 
plotters.

Ing of sub-normal children: estab- 
lishment of an illiteracy commis- 
S$10n; special appropriations for 
consolidated schools in weak coun- 
ties; constitutional amendment for 
high schools: a new school code, 
correcting and arranging our edu- 
cational laws; authorization of per- 
missive kindergartens and a teach- 
ers’ retirement fund: Placing great- 
er emphasis on health work in edu- 
cation; the establishment of & 
School library fund: more aid to 
negro deucation and the elimina- 
tion of school superintendents from 
politics,

Washington, May 1.—Members of 


the cabinet are the judges of what 
constitutes mail matter relating to 
the business of their departments 
which may be disturbed under the 
government franking privilege, At- 
torney General Palmer has ruléd in 
holding that no law was violated 
by the recent circulation of a dis- 
Cussion of the army court-martial 
_ system controversy over the signa- 
ture of Colonel John H. Wigmore, 
of the judge advocate general's 
office. 

Senator Chamberlain, of Oregon, 
chairman of the senate military 
committee, had complained that the 
use of the frank was improper 
because the document supported one 
side of the controversy. 

The attorney general in a letter 
to Senator Chamberlain, made pub- 
lie today, gave the results of an in- 
quiry and added, “There is nothing 
further that this department can do 
m the matter.” 

At Direction of Baker. 
Calling attention to the fact that 
Secretary Baker had formally ap- 
proved the distribution of Colonel 
Wigmore’s letter and also of Major 
General Crowder’s letter to the 
secretary dated March 3, 191%, Mr, 
Palmer wrote: 

“It clearly appears that the print- 
ing and distribution of these two 
letters was at the direction of the 
sécretary of war and can in no sense 
be said to be the personal or self- 
asserted act of Colonel Wigmore. 

“In view of the undoubted im- 
‘portance of all questions affecting 
the administration of military jus- 
tiga under the supervision of the 
war department, the secretary was 
fully. warranted “with ail of the 
facts before him in détermining 
what action he deemed necessary 
to be taken ‘in the interest of the 
War department.’ ”’ ” 

Outrage, Says Chamberlain. 

Senator Chamberlain, of Oregon, 
-4n a statement made in connection 
with Attorney General Palmer’s 
ruling, declares Secretary Baker, 
in approving the Wigmore letter, 
hWKad sanctioned an “outrage upon 
professional ethics and decency as 
well as the direct palpable viola- 
-tion of the law.” 

“Colonel Wigmore’s letter does 
mot reiate exclusively or at all to 
the business of the United States,” 
Senator Chamberlain said. “it is a 
personal appeal by Colonel Wig- 
more, not as an officer of the army, 
but as a member of the bar, a pri- 
vate citizen, to other members of 
the bar as private citizens, and not 
upon a matter of government busi- 
ness, but upon a personal defense 
of the conduct of the secretary and 
General Crowder. r 

‘In my opinion, by no fair inter- 
pretation of the statutes, can the 
term ‘interest of the war depart- 
ment’ bé construed ag equivalent to 
the term ‘business of the govern- 
ment.’ 

“The attorney eneral and the 
postmaster general have in effect 
announced that every executive de- 
partment has full license to carry on 
at public expense by the printing 
and distribution through the offi- 
cial mails, postage free, of any 
writings or documents, any propa- 
ganda that its then chief may fa- 
wor.” :

CANADA 1S PLANNING 
TRIUMPHAL HIGHWAYS 


Toronto, Ontario, May 3.—(Spe- 
clal.)—“Triumphal highways” is the 
name applied to a proposed series of 
especiaHy good roads in all parts of 
the dominion. Like the plan in the 
United States for ‘Memorial high- 
ways,’ Canada proposes to memori- 
alize her dead. But where the 
Ameérican plan contemplates the 
planting of trees, each of which 
shall bear the name of an American 
soldier or sailor killed in battle, 
Canadians propose to immortalize 
their triumph through special high- 
ways, with instead of trees, a series 
of municipal arches bearing the 
names of the heroic dead. The key- 
note of the Canadian plan is the 
word “triumphal.” 

The Ontario department of high- 
ways has begun the preparation of 
plans and estimates of the cost for 
such highway and arch construction 
at Grimsby, Ontario, where the plan 
was proposed by the local branch 
of the Great War Veterans’ associa- 
tion. Government officials are de- 
clared to regard the idea with high. 
favor. 

It is proposed that tablets be 
placed at intervals reciting the vic- 
tories and heroism of Canadians in 
the war, and that triumph and pride 
shall be the dominating features of 
the project, rather than sad me- 
morials. ‘ 

Tremendous sums have already 
been appropriated by the dominion 
government, to be distributed among 
the provinces in support of the gen- 
eral program of road building. This 
contemplates -an entire expenditure 
—federal and provincial—of $300,- 
000,000 for the construction of 30,- 
000 miles of good roads during the 
next five vears. Much of the build- 
ing will be in newly settled areas 
to improve marketing conditions 
and opportunities for settlers taking 
up Canadian farm lands, although 
the completion of the partially built 
transcontinental higwway from 
Moncton, N. B., to Vancouver, and 
a new highway from Edmonton, 
Alta., through Jasper Park, Mt. 
Robson Park and along thé Bulk- 
ley, Nechako and Skeena rivers to 
Prince Rupert on the Pacific, is 
promised.

IN RUREA ATTACKED 


Washington, May 1.—Japanese ad- 
ministration in Korea was attacked 
by Dr. Syngman Rhee, secretary of 
state of the “provisional Korean 
government,” in an address here 
today before the national popular 
government league. 

“Japan has seized every available 
resource in Korea,’ said Dr. Rhee. 
“She has forcibly taken the banks 
and the schools, and levied oppres- 
sive taxes.

Thousands of tiny 
Korean children are employed at 
arduous labor at the plants of Jap- 
aneso capitalists for five and ten

Gteat Address Made Thursday 
By Secretary of Treasury 


t 

One of the most interesting ad- 
dresses ever made in connection 
with a Liberty Loan drive was that 
-of Carter Glass, secretary of the 
treasury, before a large audienze 
Thursday afternoon at the Baptist 
tabernacle, . 

At the outset of his address Sec- 
retary Glass briefly reviewed the 
Srave disadvantages of the old na- 
tional banking system for fifty 
years prior to the adoption of the 
-ederal reserve system. Said he: 

The whole startling contrast be- 
tween the old system and the new 
may be summed up in the single 
Statement that in 1907, under tne 
old system, the failure of two banks 
in New York city precipitated the 
greatest financial panic that ever 
afflicted the nation, whereas, un- 
der the new system, the greatest 
war of recorded history failed to 
create a ripple of alarm in the bank- 
ing cOMmmunity of the United States. 
in the panic of 1907 New York could 
not let a country bank have $50,- 
000 of currency to meet the ordi- 
hary requirements of trade. In 1915 
New York loaned two European na- 
tions $500,000,000 for the prosecu- 
tion of war. Before the advent of 
the federal reserve banks the finan- 
cial systém of the country, in times 
of exigéncy, could not minister to 
ordinary domestic needs. Today, be- 
sides taking care of these, the Unit- 
ed States has bought back from for- 
é¢ign nations in excess of $3,000,000,- 
000 of American securities, has loan- 
ed foreign nations $11,000,000,000 
for purposes of war, has floated on 
government account $18,000,000,000 
of Liberty bonds and War Savings 
certificates, not to mention the mil- 
lions of dollars of treasury certifi- 
cates of indebtedness issued in an- 
ticipation of the Liberty loans. 
Aside from the tremendous volume 
of discounts by member banks of 
the system and by banks not mem- 
bers, the twelve reserve banks alone 
have engaged in commercial redis- 
count operations approximating $1,- 
$00,000,000 and have made open 
market purchases amounting to 
$1,818,000,000. The regional banks 
hold a gold reserve of $2,100,000,000, 
an increase over last year of $402,- 
000,000; and, notwithstanding the 
splendid provisions made for the 
tremendous military and commer- 
cial needs of the country, the sys- 
tem maintains today a gold reserve 
of 64 per cent behind its notes and 
of 54.7 per cent.behind its com- 
bined note and credit issues. 

Have Made Rapid Strides. 

“Keeping pace with this great 
regional reserve bank system, the 
national and state banking sys- 
tems of the United States have 
made amazingly rapid strides dur- 
ing the same war period. 

“Notwithstanding this unparallel- 
ed’ situation with respect to the re- 
sources of the banks,” said Secre- 
tary Glass, “it is extremely im- 
portant that there should be a very 
wide distribution of this last. Lib-

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50 YEARS IN ATLANTA 
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Anarchists, if Caught, 
Will Be Tried Here 


By James A. Hollomon. 

New York, May 1.—(Special.)—It 
became known tonight that the net 
of justice that is rapidly closing in 
upon the anarchists who have with- 
in the last few days flooded the 
mails with death bombs, in a whole- 
sale effort to assassinate more than 
a score of America’s most promi- 
nent men, will be opened up in 
Georgia and that the culprits, when 
caught, will be first amenable to 
the state’ laws of that common- 
wealth under the old Saxon statute 
of mayhem, which provides a life 
or death penalty for depriving a 
person of his or her member, 


This theoyy as to the trial of the 
anarchists when caught was ad- 
vanced to me tonight by one of New 
York’s most prominent lawyers who 
is thoroughly familiar with. the old 
Georgia statute that may bring the 
anarchists to trial in Atlanta rather 
than in the federal courts of New 
York. 

Poisoned Chocolate Case. 


The celebrated case of the poisoned 
chocolates that were sent from Los 
Angeles to New York is cited as an 
example, too. In that case the su- 
preme court held that the state of 
New York had first call upon the 


defendants in that the damage to 
corpus incurred by the offense was 
inflicted in New York and thus 
transcended the fedefal offense, in 
severity of possible punishment, of 
transmitting poison through the 
mails for the purpose of causing 
death. ‘ 

| Only Ones Injured, 

The only persons in all the nation- 
wide scheme to kill who were 
actually wounded by the bombs, 
were the servant of ex-Senator 
Hardwick of Atlanta, who lost both 
hands in the explosion, and Mrs. 
Hardwick, who was slightly wound- 
ed. 

The loss of the members of the 
servant by the explosion constitutes 
a far graver offense under the old 
Saxon mayhem, of the Georgia code, 
than could possibly be charged un- 
der the federal law for transmit- 
ting the machine of destruction, and, 
therefore, according to this New 
York criminal lawyer, who is deep- 
ly interested in the case, Georgia 
will be called upon to try this gang 
of anarchists when captured. 

It is needless to say it will be 
the most sensational trial in the 
criminal court records . of the 


south. 


CANADA FARM LANDS 


INGREASE IN VALUE 


Ottawa, Canada, April 3.—(Spe- 


| cial.) —FGarm lands in Canada have 
| increased $10 an 


acre in value in 
the last ten years. The average 
value of farm lands today, includ- 
ing improved and unimproved lands, 
with the dwelling houses, barns and 
improvements, is $46 an acre. Ten 
years ago the average price was $36. 

These figures are from govern- 
ment statistics recently published. 
The report sets out all live stock 
and crop values in Canada, and 
shows the increasing wealth in the 
hands of farmers. 

The total value of Canadian field 
crops in 1918, was $1,367,909,970, as 
against $1,144,636,450, in 1917. The 
total value of farm animals was 
$1,326,766,000,as against $1,102,261,- 
000, im 1917, an increase of $224,- 
505,000 or more than 20 per cent. 

Live Stock. 

The total value of horses was 
$459,155,000 in 1918, as against 
$429,123,000, in 1917. The total value 
of cattle was $706,058,000, as against 
$544,676,000, in 1917. The value of 
milch cows, which is included in the 
total for cattle, was $307,244,000, as 
against $274,081,000, in 1917: othér 
cattle, $398,814,0C0, as against $270,- 
595,000; sheep, $48,802,000, as against 
$35,576,000; hogs, $112,751,000, as 
against $93,886,000. 

The average value per head of 
live stock is: Horses, $127; milch 
cows, $87; other cattle, $61; sheep, 
$16; hogs, $26. The values for 1918 
are the highest on record. 

Canadian wool achieved its high- 
est price in history. The average 
price was 62 cents a pound for 
unwashed, and 85 cents a pound for 
washed. The price before the war 


cents for washed. The Canadian 
clip otaled $10,000,000 pounds in 
1918. 


Because of. fruit farming and irri- 
gation, farm land values were high- 
est in British Columbia, where they 
reached $149 an acre; and next 
highest in Ontario and Quebec, 
where they averaged $57 an acre in 
1918, as compared with $42 in 
Quebeg and $47 in Ontario in 1908. 

\ Wases High. 

Wagés for farm help in 1918 were 
the highest eevr paid in Canada. 
For the entire dominion, the aver- 
age wages per month during the 
summer months for males were $70, 
compared with $64, in 1917, and for 
females, $38, compared with $34, in 
1917. Wages were highest in Brit- 


ish Columbia, where, in the summer. 


season, the average rates, including 
board, were $89 for males and $57 
for females. In the other provinces 
wages for men and women were: 
Alberta, $86 and $50; Saskatchewan, 
$86 and $49; Manitobia, $78 and $45; 
New. Brunswick; $69 and $31; Que- 
bec, $65 and $35; Ontario, $62 and 
$35; Nova Scotia, $60 and $30; Prince 
Edward Island, $4 6and $25. 

A considerable increase in the 
acreage planted to wheat, according 
to the government report, is looked 
for this year, despite the fact that 
the tendency on the part of the 
Canadian farmer is toward mixed 
farming, including live stock, fruit, 
dairy products and vegetabels for 
canning purposes.
